specialist and 'quite as fre- 


quently they are not well enough .In- 
formed.in the matter to make a proper 
choice. 
Sometimes the fault .lies with 


tho expert, 
He Is not skillful enough 


to meet the hypothetical questions of 
counsel, which, it must bo remembered, 
are not framed to make tho expert's 
Job a sinecure. In the Thaw trial cer- 
tain of t-hcae hypothetical questions de- 
vised by the opposing counsel covered 
pages- of type-written copy, and one 
propt.unded by the prosecution, con- 
sumed almost an hour In its reading. 
Occasionally the expert witness is so 
anxious . to achieve notoriety that he

in an absurd position. 


Jurors are not supposed to-'be able to 
detect limorance on the part of a medi- 
cal witness, so they are apt to ignore 
his evidence altogether.
